Standing on shore or bathing in the cool- 
ing waters of Lake Michigan, the thousands 


first Watched Anthony Stadleman glide out |- 


to open lake in a hydroaeroplane. Stadle- 
man was testing a remodeled machine in 
which he planned to take passengers on 
pleasure trips up in the air and out over the 
lake. 

He launched the air and water machine 
south of Clarendon beach. It skimmed 
gracefully across the water for several hun- 
dred yards and then took to the air ina 
gradual incline. It rose up several hun- 
dred feet and, under Stadleman’s manipula- 
tion, executed circles. 


Starts Back to the Water. 

Then Stadieman moved on off ntil 
the crowds on land could distinguish only the 
Seneral outlines of his craft and the big hang- 
ing pontoons, 

From shore the machine seemed to be work- 
ing in perfect order. Stadleman repeated his 
circling operations about 300 feet up, and 
then was seen to turn the nose of his craft 
back toward the surface of the water. 

The machine descended rapidly until it wae 
Within @ few feet of the quiet water. Then 
its speed suddenly increased, it seemed to 
fall abruptly, and crashed into the lake. 

Big splashes of water flew up and subsided 
to leave no view of the aviator and ms hydro- 
aeroplane. 

Persons watching from the shore shouted 
in alarm. It seemed the heavy machine had

He placed 
his accounts in the hands of collectors, 
arousing the anger of Joplin. Recently Jop- 
lin’e child became ill and Dr, Dunn refused 
to answer the call. 

The physician was seated in his offices in 
the Odd Fellows building last night when 
Joplin appeared at the door with a revolver 
in his hand. 

“I am going to kill you,” he said to Dr. 
Dunn. “I have come for that purpose, and 
I am going to send you where you belong.” 

Dr. Dunn sought to argue. He was moré 
than sixty years old and he knew he was no 
match pliysically for Joplin. 

The aoctor arose from his seat and, talk- 
ing, crossed the room until be reached Jop- 
lin’s side. Suddenly Dr. Dunn shoved Joplin 
through the open door and slammed it shut. 


Shots Fired Through Door. 

Joplin opened a fuaillade through the door, 
firing until his revolver was emptied. Each 
bullet took effect. The first broke Dr. Dunn's 
right arm. The other missiles struck him in 
the body. Two penetrated the abdomen, two 
took effect in the chest, and one struck him 
in the left shoulder. 

Joplin left the building without opening 
the door or calling to bis victim. 

Dr. Dunn realized he was despérately 
wounded. He dragged himself to the tele- 
phone and, holding himself by a chair, man- . 
aged to ask to be connected with the office 
of Dr. M. Addles, who has an office girectly 
across the street 

“Tt have just been shot,” he said to Dr. 
Addles, “I feel that I am mortally wounded 
and 1 want you to come to my office just as 
quickly as you possibly can.”

FRENCH MINISTERIAL CRISIS 
BAFFLES PRESIDENT POINCARE. 


Two Men Turn Down Premiership Of- 
fered by Ruler—Trouble Blamed on 
Caillaux Faction. 


PARIS, June 7.~The ministerial] crisis to- 
day wae as far from solution as ever, despite 
the strenuous exertions of President Poin- 
earé. 

The exceptional difficulty in finding a pre- 
mier is openly declared in many quarters to 
be due to the skillful maneuvers of the rad- 
ical followers of Joseph Caillaux against the 
president with the object either of forcing 
him to resign or to capitulate tothem. Presi- 
dent Poincaré, it is stated, is resolved to do 
neither of these things. 


The situation is being watched with grow- , 


ing anxiety throughout the country as the 
national defense is considered at stake. 

President Poinearé today in succession 
called on Jean Dupuy, a former premier, and 
Senator Paul L. Peytral to take the portfolio 
of premier. Both declined, and finally M. 
Poincaré invited Felix Ribot, the veteran 
senator who ran againgt Poinearé for presi- 
dent, to undertake the task. M. Ribot prom- 
ised to give his answer tomorrow. 


STRIKING CADDIES ALMOST 


BREAK UP A GOLF TOURNKY. | 


Rush On to East Chester Links and 
Attack Substitutes—Police Called, 
Plays Goes On. 


New York, June 7.--[Special.]—Members 
of the New Siwanoy Golf club played over 
their links in East Chester today under guard 
of deputy sheriffs and police, following @ 
spectacular encounter between striking cad- 
dies and substitutes hired to take thelr 
places, 

The tournament for the Bamberger trophy 
had just started when 100 caddies wentj on 
strike because the club would not raise the 
regular fee of 50 cents for eighteen holes to 
75 cents. 

When efforts were made to fill their places 
and play the matches the strikers rushed 
on to the course with golf sticks and other 
weapons, pummelled the strikebreakers, 
stole the balls, and otherwise made it im- 
possible to play good golf. 

Later on, most of the strikers, except the

FORTY TRAPPED 
IN COASTER CRASH 


Riverview “Jack Rabbit” 
Trains Smash Into Halted 
Cars, Injuring Several. 


WOMEN SCREAM, FAINT. 


More than forty persons were badly shaken 
up and bruised at 8:30 last night when four 
trains on the “ Jack Rabbit "” coaster in Riv- 
erview park crashed together at the foot of 
the highest incline. Each train is composed 
of three cars seating eight or ten persons. 

Two of the trains, which are started simul- 
taneously and run along parallel tracks, had 
been stopped at the foot of the second in- 
cline because of the nearness of the two 
traine ahead. 


Fail to Stop Following Cars. ' 
Attendants failed to stop the following 
trains. One crashed into the train ahead 
with such force that the woodwork was 
splintered and part of the flooring torn up. 
Passengers in the other train saw the fourth 
train bearing down the first incline toward 
them and had started to climb out when the 
collision occurred. 

The passengers were hurled against the 
geate infront ofthem. They were not given 
time to jump, as the collisions happened 
only a few seconds apart. 

The sound of the crash could be heard in 
other parts of the park, and a large crowd 
wag attracted Women anéd girlg in the 
trains screamed, and one fainted, it was 
said. None was seriously injured, but all 
were badly shaken up and some had their 
dresses torn.

Vera Cruz, June 7.—The situation regard-

The prevailing unofficial opinion here is 
that Huerta has framed up a situation which 
the United States government will ind éim- 
cult to solve and that he is chuckling over 
the administration's discomfiture. 

The American warships San __ Francieco, 
Minnesota, Sacramento, and Tacoma now 
are off Tampico. The Texas is at Lobes is- 
land. The Mexican gunboats will reach . 
Tampico on Monday. 

The situation is regarded here as 
with grave possibilities.

Washington, D. C., June 7.~[Special.}— 
Tre United States is preparing to use force 
if necessary to prevent the blockade of Tam- 
pico, which was formally deciared yester- 
day by Huerta. 

This is the interpretation put on a state- 
ment issued by the navy department tonight 
in reply to questions as to the attitude of 
this government toward Huerta’s latest 
move. Here is the statement: 

The navy department has issued no new 
orders to Rear Admiral Badger since 
the Mexican gunboats were reported to 
be leaving Puerto Mexico. The depart- 
ment has at no time contemplated fur- 
nishing a convoy for the Antilla or any 
other ship, nor have any orders to that - 
effect been issued. No word whatever 
has been received as to whether or pot 
the warships of other nations have been 
notified of the blockade of Tampico, or 
what their attitude would be towards 
such a blockade. There bas been no 
change in the policy of the government 
in reference to its desire that the port of 
Tampico shall be open to al) commerce, 


Opposed to Any Interference. 

The significance of this statement appear? 
only when read in the light of the order issued 
to Rear Admiral Badger on May 18, which 
is the one referred to in the opening sen- 
tence of tonight’s statement. 

In that order it was made clear to Rear 
Admiral Badger that the Washington gov- 
ernment intended that there should be no 
interference with commerce at Tampico. The 
order was issued soon after the Huerta gun- 
boats, the Bravo and Zaragose, had left the 
mouth of the Panuco river and headed south. 
There were rumors that the gunboats would 
return, and these rumors were 
for the order which went from the navy de- 
department. 

In this order Rear Admiral Fletcher was 
directed to notify the commanders of the 
Mexican gunboats in the even that they re- 
turned to Tampico, that this government 
would prevent any interference with com- 
merce into or out of that port. ; 


Crisis Will Come Today. 
The crisis produced by Huerta’s threatened 
blockade probably will come shortly after 
ht tomorrow morning. Advices re- 
ceived from Rear Admiral Badger today in- — 
dicate that the Mexican gunboats Brevo 
and Zaragosa, now steaming from Puerto 
Mexico, will arrive at the mouth of the 
Panueo river early tomorrow morning. 

The United States cruisers Tacoma and 
Sacramento are dogging the two gunboats, 
and when they reach the Panuco they will 
find also the battleship Minnesota waiting 
to enforce the will of the Washington ad- 
ministration. 

If there is no change in the program it will 
be up to Rear Admiral Badger to notify the 
commanders of the Mexican gunboats of this 
government's intention to prevent eny inter- 
ference with commerce.

“there were just nineteen houses that we 
could get entrance into. We have gone into 
the pockets of the vice lords and they have 
lost thousands of dollars. They call me

“We have fourteen councils which are 
branches of the Committee of Fifteen over 
the city and we want 100.

Young opposes the plan of a threefold sepa- 
mtion of waste as recommended by the city’s 
experta Irwin R. Osborn and John T. Feth- 
grston, in what is known as project “ D." 

He maintains thet the system would mean 


gn additional expense to each family of at 


least $1 a year for extra cans, or an aggre 
gate of $600,000 which the housewives of the 
dity would have to pay. Another objection 
ts that it would be diMoult to overcome 
peigbborhood objection to the establishment 
of fourteen incinerators in differem sections 
of the city. 


Would Have Four Pianta. 

Instead Dr. Young recommends the double 
collection system now in use with the hand- 
ng of all garbage at a central reduction 
pliant He advocates the division of the city 
into fourteen collection districta, with « 
joading station in each district. 

He favora the erection of a large tncinerat- 
ing plant for ashes and rubbish in connec- 
tion with the reduction plant, apother on 
the north branch of the river, and a third 
on the west side. Another plant for the 
destruction of ashes and rubbish and for 
garbage collection should be built in the 
extreme southern part of the city, he says. 


Would Condemn Property. 

As immediate steps toward carrying out 
this plan he advocates the condemnation of 
the property immediately north of the 
present reduction plant for the, purpose 
of building a first class permanent reduction 
works, and the immediate erection of a large 
plant on the proposed site at Stony Island 
avenue and East Ninety-fifth street. 

He points out the need of immediate acqui- 
sition of two loading stations and provision 
for the incineration of rubbish at some of the 
points now used for dumps. 

The total cost of the project is estimated 
at $3,651,625. The net annual expense would 
exceed $2,000,000.

TIDE HAS TURNED 
FOR RAILROADS 


Earnings on Upgrade as Re- 
sult of Many Measures 
for Economy. 


STOCKS LIKELY TO RISE. 


Largest Volume of Tonnage Ever 
_ Offered Expected from 
the Harvest. 


New York, June {—Investors who are 
looking for some encouraging sign before 
buying bonds or stocks will find it profitabie 
to study the recent trend of railway earn- 
ings. For the fiscal year ended June 80, 1918, 
the railroads of the country as a whole re- 
ported the largest gross earnings on reo- 
ord, the figures showing an increase of $289,- 
000,000 over the corresponding period of 1912 
Net for 1913, however, was smaller by $84,- 
000,000. Im October of 1018, gross began to 
fall off. From that time on the monthly de- 
creases in gross continued to grow. 

As long as gross earnings were making 


new high records, the railroads eimply com- 


plained about the high operating expenses 
and let it go at that. When gross began to 
fall off last October, however, railway offi- 
clals grew alarmed, and peremptory orders 


‘were issued to cut operating expenses to the | 


bone. Over 100,000 railway employés were 
discharged at once, and scores of trains were 
taken-off. Two companies alone, the Penn- 
sylvania and New York Central, took off 
between them, 334 passenger trains. 

Then the operating officials of the rail- 
roads began to look about for other ways of 
saving money. Despite the protests of com- 
muters, Erie stopped washing its passenger 
car windows; Pennsylvania pocketed its 
pride and discontinued the time-honored 
practice of pointing up the rock ballast along 
its track; one company began to use cheaper 
paint on its cars; another issued instructions 
calculated to reduce the cost of writing 
paper, pencils, etc. 


Tide Turns in Net Earnings. 

Exactly one month ago, the railroads began 
to give out their earnings for March. Most 
of them reported heavy losses in gross, such 
as those for February, January, December, 
and November. For the first time since May 
of 1913, however, net for March showed a 
gain, the incease for all of the railroads of 
the country as a whole amounting to §8,188,- 
000. That was most encouraging. 

The individual statements indicated plain- 
ly that the operating officials were begin- 
ning to get a tight hold on expenses. The 
individual statements put out last week, 
however, are even more encouraging. They 
show a further reduction in expenses and 
in some case an Increase In gross. 

For the month of February, Pennsylvania 
reported a decrease of $3,611,000 in gross 
earnings, and a loss of $2,510,000 in net. Last 
week the same company reported a decrease 
of $810,000 in gross, but an increase of $693,- 
000 in net. For the month of February Erie 
reported a decrease of $616,000 in gross and a 
loss of $755,0v0 In net. 


In gross and an increase of $376,000 in net. 
Atlantio Coast Line, Southern, Dlinois Cen- 
tral, Lackawanna, Delaware & Hudson, Sea- 
board Air Line, and a number of other com- 
panies show gains in gross which lead to 
the conclusion that the turning point for the 


! better has been reached in gross earnings as 


well as in net. 


Big Profits Hinge on Decision, 

Within the next few weeks the interstate com- 
merce commission is going to hand down its deci- 
gion in the freight rate case. If the commission 
decides to permit the railroads to Increase their 
rates, big profits immediately will be shown on 
railway bonds and stocks purchased around the 
prices now ruling. But whether or not rates are 
increased, the railroade are face to face with «@ 
period of record breaking gross and net earnings. 

There is not «4 railroad man in the west familiar 
with the crop situation who is net predicting that 
it ia only a question of a few weeks until the rai!- 
roads will be literally ewamped with the largest 
volume of tonnage that has ever been offered. If 
thoee predictions materialize, az a result of the 
economies that are now being practiced, the ratfl- 
roads will be in an unusually favorable position 
to make the most of the bumper 

With or without higher freight rates, the rafi- 
roads have at last turned the corner, as far as 
earnings go. It can be safely assumed, too, that, 
as a result of the New Haven, Frisco, and Rock 
Island disclosures, laws will be passed before con- 
gress adjourns making it reasonably certain that 
investors who put their money in railway bonds and 
stocks will have something real to show for their

TRAFFIC FALLING OFF. 


Rising Wages, Higher Priced 
Material, and Growing Taxes 


English cailwaye may be forced into ap- 
plying for further advances in their rates 
in addition to the 4 per cent increases grant- 
ed last year. Advices received by the. bu- 
reau of railway news and statistics state 
that so far the increases already awarded 
have falien short of compensating the com- 
panies for higher working expenses due to 
rising wages and cost of materials, that the 
carriers are confronted by the alternatives 
of cutting off the less remunerative facilities 
now furnished the public orifollowing the 
example set by eastern railroads of the 
United States in applying for permission to 
ee a the present max- 

Retief afforded to the companies by last 
year’s 4 per cent increase, it has been found, 


to such rates as could be raised within the 
parliamentary maxima, many being already 
up to the maxima. Many of those below the 
maxima, moreover, could not be raised for 
one reason or another. } 


Fails to Make Up for Losses. 

Hence the London and North Western es- 
timates that the benefit it hes obteined 
equals not more than one-half its increased 
expenses; the Midland and the Great Central 
declare the increases do “ not nearly com- 
pensate"’ for the concessions niade, and 
the Lancashire and Yorkshire states that in- 
creased labor costa which it must meet are 
“ considerably more than double” any ad- 
vantage it has gained. Other companies 
make similar statements. 

The total of taxes paid by British railways 
in 1912 was $25,645,000, an increase of $250,- 
000 over 1911, and $3,180,000 over 1908. This 
item ie steadily increasing and is considered 
the more hopeless for the railways because 
the advance is in the rate per pound in- 
come, over which the companies have no 
control, amd not in increased assessments, 
The London, Brighton and South Coast paid 
in tazxea, government duty and national in+ 
surance more than one-third of its yearly 
profits. 


Traffic Also Falls Off. 

On top of this abnormal advance in ex- 
penees, increased difficulties have been met 
in the form of a declining traffic, similar to 
that which has been recorded in the United 
States. Traffic returns of nine of the prin- 
cipal companies for the first nineteen weeks 
of the current year show a decline ip re- 
ceipte from freight traffic of nearly §2,500,-
